Two  new  "firsts"  have  been  achieved 
wilh  this  issue  of  Ihc  Journal.  This  is  the 
first  of  three  tabloid  Journal  issues  au- 
thorized by  Ihe  National  Board  of  Di- 
rectors for  this  year's  volume,  and  this 
is  the  first  time  approximately  25,000 
members  have  received  a  copy  of  the 
Journal  since  their    10-year  subscription 

In  addition  to  those  changes,  the  Board 
also  approved  the  publishing  of  five  issues 
of  the  Journal  for    1972-7.1,  when  pre- 
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yearly  The  Board's  plan  i 
fishing  two  issues  of  magazine  format 
and  three  issues  of  tabloid  format.  This 
decision  was  based  on  three  points:  (I) 
Increasing  the  frequency  of  contact  wilh 
members,  (2)  Providing  a  variety  of  for- 
mat, and  (3)  Economic  considerations  (to 
increase  the  number  of  pages  printed  in 
the  volume  without  increasing  the  cost). 
Increasing  the  frequency  of  contact 
with  all  members  was  a  major  considera- 
tion in  approving  the  plan.  The  tabloid 
issues  will  be  sent  to  all  members,  even 
though  the  subscriptions  have  expired  for 
those  members  initiated  after  January  1, 
1952  but  prior  to  July    1,    1962    Those
